"This is a matter of self- 

preservation," McCormick said. 
"Property values in Lomita 
have been lowered because we 
lack zoning laws. We are try 
ing to prevent construction of 
various types of buildings 
within a small area."

Prevent 'Pockets'
As a part of Los Angeles 

County, there are no zoning reg 
ulations in Lomita. McCormick 
pointed out that it is suicidal 
planning to construct residential 
and business structures without 
a master plan. He explained 
that this leads to pockets of 
business areas encircled by the 
residential community.

McCormick emphasized that 
the continuance of no zoning 
might be the first step in break­ 
ing up Lomita's identity, mak­ 
ing the community ripe for be­ 
ing observed either into Los 
Angeles or Torrance. He said 
that some opposition to a zon­ 
ing plan could be anticipated.

tanks, the Occanarium will 
feature smaller aquaria for 
displaying- colorful tropical 
fish of Hawaii and an under­ 
sea cave for giant octopuses.
Over one million gallons of 

sea water will be pumped into 
the Oceanarium Irom the near­ 
by Pacific, at the rate of 2000 
gallons per minute. Passing 
through the filtering beds, the 
water will be cleared of algae 
for clear vision.

A display of thousands of 
fish will be maintained at the 
Oceanarium. To obtain this 
number of specimens Marine- 
land operates its own collecting 
vessel.
